The Injured Are Being Cared For by
the Citizens of Blalr—Owing to
Confusion and Lack of Com-
muniention Facilities
Details Cannot Be
Given.

OMAHA, NEB, June 13—A tornado
struck the town of Herman, in Washing-
ton county, this evening, and wiped the
place out of existence. Herman is a place
of about 300 inhabitants, in the extrems
northern part of Washington county. It
is on the line of the Chicago, 8t. Paui,
Minneapolls & Omaha raflway.

The tornado wrought fearful destruction.
A conductor on the evening train from
Bloux City passed through the place not
long after the storm and he says that oot
& bullding is left standing in the town. Hs
himself counted twelve dead bodi.s lying
in the streets.

The fatalities will undoubtedly rtun up
to & hundred, if not higher. A special
train has left Blair, the county seat, ten
miles distant, for the scene of the disaster,
carrying surgeons and all needed supplies,
Wires are all down north of Herman, and
it 1= not known how much further morth
the storm went, but reports are coming fn
to the effect that & large portlon of the
country mnorth of Herman is laid waste
The entire eastern portion of Nebraska is
belng swept by a terrific rain, wind and
electric storm to-night. The streets of
Omaha are flooded and the play of light-
ning igsomething fearful.

Additional detalls are dribbling in con-
cerning the toroado- at Herman., Advices
recelved up to 11 o'clock to-night state
that évéry bullding in the town s destroy-
ed except the public school and one small
dwelling, both of which are on the out-
skirts. The force of the wind was terrific
&s scarce one plece of any of the many
structures destroyed was left intact. The
scene in the streets of the once thriving
and beautiful little town is one of destruc-
tlon. Wrecked bulldings &nd broken fur-
niture scarce recognlzable In its dilapldat-
ed condition are strewn all around, while
dead bodies lie in many places, the corpses
badly disfigured and some of them hardly
recognizsable,

The moans of the injured mingle with
the calls of the rescuers as they pursue
their humanitarian tusk in the darkness
by the flickering gleams of lanterns.

The rellef train from Blalr arrived
about an hour after the storm and the
work of picking up the wounded was be-
sun.

Willing hands did what they could to help
the injured and in the course of an hour
the train pulled out for Blalr with ninety-
five Injured cn bourd They were taken
to Blair, as there is absolutely no place
left at Herman &t which treatment can be
administered.

All the cltizens of Blair have thrown
open their houses to the wounded and the
unfortunates ave belng cared for by com-
petent surgeons. Many of the {njured will
die, but some of them received but slight
injuries,

It is Impossible owing to the confusion
to ascertain the number of dead, but
twelve are known to have been killed and
the list will run very much higher. Among
the badly hurt Is George B. Clyde, the lo-

cil stution mgens for the Omaha road at
Herman.

Superintendent Jaynes, of the Omaha
rosd, was #t Tekamah when he heard of
the disaster and left at once for Herman
on & handcar, tuking two physicians along
with him to assist in succoring the in-
Jured.

BLAIR CONFIRMS THE NEWS.

An Incomplete List of the Dead and
Injured—ostmaster Dies
of Fright.

BLAIR, NEB., June 11.—At 6:15 to-night
the town of Herman, eleven miles north
of here, was practically wiped off the map.
The storm had been gathering for some
hours and pevple in Blair and the sur-
rounding country had noticed two huge
funnel-shaped clouds converging toward |
that point. The Inhabliants had also no- |
ticed them, but had not become seriously |
alarmed as the storm seemed to be ﬂll.‘.“-v;
ing them in & northerly course, but at 6|
o'clock It was obvious to all In Herman |
that thelr town must bear the entire brunt
of the storm.

People scurried in &ll directions and
sought the shelter of the few cyclone cel-
Jers and instantly the town was a seething
mass of debris. After the first violent burst
of wind a torrent of rain fell. In Herman
there were left standing a school house, the
hotel without a roof, which had been
moved several feet from its location and
one or two more or less dilapidated houses.
The entire business portion of the town
15 blown into one Immense mass of wrack-
age. It is greatly feared that many more
have been killed than those whose bodies
have been found. Traln No. 2, the flyer
on the C, Bt. P, M. & O., due in Herman
at 7:08 pulled In seventeen minutes late
and discoversad that the entire train crew
ms wesll a5 many of the passengers had
turned themselves into a rellef corps and
the traln into wn emergency hospital.

The traln, unable to proceed through the
wreckage of the grain elevator blown
across the tracks, immediately returned to
Blalr with some eighty-eight people, this
number Including one of the dead and all
of the wounded found up to that time.

A frelght train left Hlalr at midnight
with medical ald and other rellef for the
sufferers.

Immediately upon the arrival of the train
In Blair the wounded were carrled to the
homes of the residents of Blalr, and the
Christlan hotel, near the station. The train
returned at once to Herman with medleal
assistance, nll the physiclans that could be
Epared, several ministers and many of the
townspeople.

The train is expected back here about
1 a. m. with more of the dead and wounded.

STORM WAS GENERAL.

Streets of Omaha, Council Bluffs and
Papillion Were Flooded and
Cellars Filled.

OMAHA, June 13.—Eastern Nebraska and
Western Iowa were visited to-day by an
unusually severe storm. The day was ex-
ceedlngly sultry, and about 6 o'clock in the
evening clouds begen to gather, and rain
poured down in torrents, continuing at in-
tervals all night, and accompanled by an
unusual display of electrical phenomena.
The amount of water that fell varied from
two to five Inches, and many towns were
flooded.

Papillion, the county seat of Barpy coun-
ty, & town of about 50 inhabitants, had
from three to six feet of water standing
In Its principal business streets, The mill
dam went out, and many people were driv-
en from their residences.

In Omaha a perfect flood swept down
the streets.

In Council Bluffs, Indlan ereek overflow-
ed its banks and Broadway from Tenth
street to the Northwestern tracks was
flonded to & depth of from one to two feet.
Cellars were filled and water pipes burst

in several bulldings, doing conslderable
damage, -

The cyclone at Herman appeared to ba
the culmination of the storm. Tale ph
and telephone communications were inter-
fered with more or less all night.

The Hawkins family was in the second
story of thelr reasidence when the storm
broke and &t once rushed for the cellar.
Before they could reach the first floor the
house wus a mass of rulns and five out ot
the six members of the family were killed.

HALF A MILLION CAPITAL.

New Trust Company Will Occupy For-
mer Quarters of Misacuri Na-
tionnl Banik.

Attorney Henry C. Flower, who Is one
of the most active organizers of the new
trust company that will soon opsn fér
business In this city, has‘returned from
New York and Boston, where he has been
for several weeks conferring with some
of the Eastern stockhoiders.

“The company will soon open for busi-
ness in the quarters in the New York Life
bullding that were formerly occupled by
the Missourl Natlonal bank,” sald Mr.
Flower last night. “The capital stock of
the new company will be $500,000. When we
began the work of organizing we were sur-
prised to find that about §750.000 was sub-
scribed when the stock was limited to $500,-

. We refused to mccept the $250,000 sur-
plus and will soon open our doors with o
capital of $00,000,"

“Who will be the officers of the new com-
pany?"' Mr, Flower wae asked.

*We do not know until the company is
duly Incorporated, which will be within a
few days. The concern will be Incorpsrat-
ed s:nder the laws of the stats of Mis-
sourl.”

The new company will be simllar to tha
Mississippl Valley Trust Company, of St.
Louls, and will be a power In the financlal
world. The offices In the New York Life
building will be remodeled and arranged
to suit the requirements of the new com-
pany.

DANGEROUS LUNATIC ESCAPES

¥Frank Jiruse Leaves the City Hospl-
tal—His Ercape Not Re-
ported.

Frank Jiruse, & young man who was
picked up ut the Unlon depot Saturday
night and sent to the city hosplital to be
held until the officlals of the Insane asylum
at Mount Pleasant, Ia., could be heard
from, wescaped from the city hospital a
few hours after he had been taken there,
Although Jiruse escaped from that Institu-
tion Bunday, the fact was not reported to
elther Humane Officer Greenman or the
police until yesterday morning,

One young man escaped from the hos-
pital three times in as many weeks, and
the last time he left he carrlied hls shack-
les away with him. Jiruse is a dangerous
lunatic, and ought not to be at large, Had
his disappearance from the hospital been
reported to the police at the proper time
he might have been returned. Humneane
OfMcer Greenmin received a letter from the
superintendent of the Mount Fleasant asy-
lum yesterday stating that Jiruss escaped
from that Institution several days ago.
His father lives In Creston, and he has a
brother living In Des Molnes. Jiruse for-
merly Adved at Lancaster, Mo.

PARTIALLY PARALYZED.

James Hudson Falls From a Scaffold-
Ing a Distance of Four-
teen Feet.

James Hudson, a carpenter aged 63 years,
yesterday barely escaped breaking his neck
by & fall heod first from the roof of a
bullding near Park and Commercial streets
in the East bottoms. Mr, Hudson was just
beginning the shingling of the roof and fell
from the scaffold fourteen feet to ‘the
ground. No one saw him fall, but he was
discovered unconsclous on the ground and
carried to his homs near by. It was found
that he hnd nearly bitten off his tongue in
the fall and he is partially puralvzed, pre-
sumably from the dislocation of some of
the vertebrae of the back or neck.

Hudson is unmarried and was originally
from lllinois, but has been in Kansas Clty
about elght years.

Kansas Clty fertilizing com-
pany. The house upon which he was
working belonged to a Mr. Bowles,

ARE “TRUN” DOWN

SALOON MEN GET NO MERCY FROM
THEIR FRIENDS THE POLICE,

LATTER WORKING FOR RAISE

DEMAND THAT SALOON TAX BE IN-
CREASED TO PAY SALARIES,

Commissloners WIll Meet Comnneil
Committee To-day and Agree
Upon Thelr Interpretation
of Cleary Law-—-WIill
Outline Polley,

The questlon of ralsing saloon licenses
has taken on a new aspect and one that
saloonkeepers In general are viewing with
no little anxlety, The police department s
working as hard to have the saloon Il-
censes rulsed as it did to have the Cleary
bill passed, and In consequence there I8 a
widening breach between the saloonkeep-
ers and the pollce department. In working
for the passage of the high license ordi-
nance the department Is actuated by pure-
Iy selfish motives. The police are satisfled
that In order to get the Increase In their
salaries the money will have to come out
of the saloonkeepers, and they are not
hesitating to use all thelr efforts to ac-
complish this end, notwithstanding the fact
that In order to do it they are “throwing
down' some of the very men who worked
hardest to get the Cleary blll passed.

In extepustion of thelr present action the
police assert that after having been com-
pelled to contribute liberally to a fund of
§3,500, raised to grease the ways for the
passage of the Cleary bill, they stand In
danger of fallure just as they thought
everything was fixed, and, Instead of get-
ting the raise they bought and pald for,
they stand a good chance of losing what
they receive now.

They feel that their only salvation is
higher licenses for saloons. What first
started the police to working for the pas-
sage of the ordinance, was the assertion of
Mayor Jones that unless it was passad he
would refuse to sign a selngle police pay
warrant, and that meant a long drawn out
sult to test the legality of the Cleary bili,
with no pay In sight until a supreme court
declsion had been secured.

When the pollce commissioners and the
upper house finance committee meet to-
day Mayor Jones will present to the other
commissloners the alternative of using a
whole lot of discretion in carrying out the
provisions of the Cleary blll or of going
into court for a decislon as to its legality.
Both Commissioners Gregory and Ward de-
eline to outline thelr course of action until

they have met the committee and learned
Just what the situation is. 3

JESSE JAMES, HIS BOOK.

Son of the Famous HDandit Defends
His Father From Charges of
Outlawry.

Jesse James, Jr., has written a book. It
has been in the printer's hands for some
time, but {s now about to go forth to the
world, The book Is the son's view of his
father's life. It Is not written In the
florld style of the dime noyvel, but deals
with the recollections of young James from
his earllest infancy. He declares that his
father was always kind to his family and
he warmly defends him from the charges
usually brought against him. He “defies
the worid” to prove Lis father ever killed
anybody except to protect his life as a
soldler In honorable warfare.

His recollection of home life while his
father was allve is mecessarily somewhat
circumseribed, but he tells how the ex-
reditions to capture hls father formed in

ansas City at Con Murphy's home, and
the James residence was just to the rear.
He 1ells how the elder James disguised
would go over and talk to the officers ubout
the expedition and as they rode off would
wish them good luck.

The home life of the family at St. Jo-
seph, where Jesse James met his death, is
reiated in detall. Mrs. James alwavs sus-
pected Ford, but her husband had a blind
friendship for the man who afterwards be-
came his slayer. Jesse Jnmes on that
memorable day lald his pistols down to
hang a plcture,

On one occaslon while they were at St.
Joseph the chief of police of the clty rade
up the street or hill towards the James
home. He stopped at the front gate, Jesse
James saw him coming, took down his rifle
and drew a bead on the officer, as he stood
with his hand on the gate latch. He was
only showing some of his friends the city
and as the James home was on top of the
hill, he brought his friends there. In the
introductory, In which young James gives
reasons for writing, the writer stites that
the object In writing his book was twaofold.
One of them is to bring support to his
mother and sister and the other to correct
false Impressions made about his fathsr.

DISASTER AT SEA.

Steamahip Crashea Into the Mncedo-
nin Within Sight of Long
Branch.

NEW YORK, June 13—The Old Domin-
fon steamship Hamilton, which sailed from
New York to-day for Norfolk and Newport
News, ran into the German steamship
Macedonla, off. Long Branch, and it Is sup-
posed that the Macedonls subsequently
sank. Three passengers and nineteen of
the crew of the Macedonla were saved and
brought to this port. A dense fog prevall-
ed over the lower bay and slong the coast
sinee 1 o'clock this morning with intervals

of clearing.

The Hamlilton had on board a large
number of passengers, many of whom wers
delegates to a railroad convention at Old
Point Comfort.

At 5:55 thls evening, while proceeding at
reduced speed and sounding her whistle,
the Hamilton suddenly ran into a steamer
which proved to be the German steamship
Macedonla, striking her on the starboard
side abaft the engine and cutting into her
hull about twelve feet. The shock was
terrific and Indescribable confusion pre-
valled for a time. Order wus finally re-
stored on the Hamilton, and the crew were
sent to their quarters. The Macedonin's
crew got out thelr boats, as the dlsa.blet.l
vessel drifted away from the Hamllton.
Those taken on board the Old Dominlon
liner were three passengers, Captain Moses
Walton, Unlted States volunteers, quarter-
master; Bernard T. Hansen and A. L. Eb-
berly and the following crew:

The Hamilton pro-
ceeded to quarantine,

The Hamilton's bow was bent to port and
torn for a distance of twenty feet on the
port side, while the ‘flales on the starboard
side were curled and twisted out of shape.

Old Dominion Disabled.

RICHMOND, VA., June 13—As the Old
Dominion Iine steamer Old Dominion was
outwiard bound to-anight she made too
close to the harbor in pussing a river boat
and struck a ledge of rocks. The blg ship
pulled off and proceeded, but when a mile
and a half further down the river her cap-
tain dizcovered that there was a large hole
In her hull and that she was making water.
He then ran her on the mud flats, where
she lles easily with from twelve to four-
teen feet of water In her forward com-
partment. Tugs took off the passengers
and brought them back to the city. Thera
was no loss of life and no panle. The loss
to the cargo is not known.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN QUESTIONED

ADMITS THAT SERIOUS TROUBLE IS
IMMINENT,

Outlines a Pollcy Which He Says
Would Remove All Pretext for
Intervention and Suggests
a Conference—The Pa-
cific Cable.

LONDON, June 13.—The parllamentary
secretary of the foreign office, 8ir Willlam
St. John Broderick, answering a question
In the house of commons to-day, denied
the recent agreement arrived at amounted
to a British protectorate for the Tonga
islands. He added that the action of the
British crulser Turanga was authorized by
the government.

Answering another question, the under
secretary of the foreign office said the

United States and Great Britain had not
arrived at an understanding regarding the
Alaskan boundary.

In answer to a questlon, the secretary of
state for the colonles. Mr. Joseph Chamber-
lain, said the discussion between the im-
perial and colonial governments with re-
gard to the proposed Paclfic cable con-
tinues. He added that he was not yet in
a position to indlcate the terms of the gov-
ernment’s amended offer.

In reply to a question as to the delay
attendlng the memorandum of Sir Alfred
Milper untll after Its actual receipt by the
English agents In the Transvaal, 3Alr,
Chamberialn sald this was due to a temp-
oriury break in the cabinet and to the fact
that the memorandum had been Intrusted
to a news agency rather than sent as a
preferred government message, as was the
case with the Transvaal message. When
he heard of the delay he sald he Instructed
8ir Alfred Milner to send In future all
messages as ‘‘preferred.’”

A blue book issued to-night contains the
reply of Mr. Chamberlain to the petition
of the outlanders to her majesty's gov-
ernment, which was malled from the Cape
on May 10, The secretary of the colonies
freely admits that there are substantlal
Erounds for the complaints embodied in
the petition which he proceeds to discuss
at length, emphasizing those affecting the
personal rights of the outlanders, which
Infringe the spirit, he says, If not the letter
of the London convention. Great Britaln,
he continues, Is not willing to depart from
her attitude of reserve, but “cannot per-
manently ignore the arbitrary treatment of
the outlanders and the Indifference of the
republic to her friendly representations.’”

Points Out a Policy.

Mr. Chamberlaln points out a poliey that
would remove any pretext for Intervention,
and suggests a conference between Sir Al-
fred Milner and President Kruger, in which
he lenves Milner a free hand, laying stress
upon the questinn of the franchise in the
Transvanl and Instructing the British rep-
resentative that if his suggestions in this
regurd are not fulrly received, he need not
urge any further attempt at discussion,

In the house of commons this evening,
Mr. Chamberlain admitted, In reply to
questions, that the government hiad re-
celved Information that the Transvaal gov-
ernment was distributing  arms and am-
munition among the Boers in the British
colgy of Natal and urming Its own sub-
jects against Great Britain.

In reply to a questlon by Mr. Henry La-
bouchere, Liberal member for Northamp-
ton, us to whether President Kruger's re-
quest for arbitration by other than foreign
powers on all points of future difference
had been refused by Sir Alfred Milner at
the Bloemfontein conference, Mr. Cham-
berlaln said the Britlsh high commilssioner
for South Africa had been somewhat mis-
represented.  Sir Alfred Mlner had dis-
tinctly refused to arbitrate all questions
but had said there miﬁht be some suscep-
tible ot settlement In that way, though not
by a forelgn power.

Mr. Chumberlain then asserted that sines
the Bloemfontein conference Mr. Kruger
had submitted n prns;usul contemplating
that the president of the arbitration board
should be a forelgner.

Will Exercise Steady Preasure.

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 13.—A gang of
between thirty and forty stevedores and
frelght handlers to-night climbed aboard
the whaleback SBamuel Mather, lying at the
Minnesota fron ore docks, and openad fire
on 8 gang of about fifty iron ore handlers
who were working in the hold of the'vessel,
Between 156 and 200 shots were fired.

TORNADO'S AWFUL RECORD AT NEW
RICHMOND.

FIRE CHARRED DF.AD- BODIES

SCORES OF INJURED ARE CARED

FOR .Y ST. PAUL.

HUNDREDS ARE STILL MISSING

VOLUNTEERS ARE ACTIVE IN THE
SEARCH.

Prosperous Little City Was Complete=
1y Swept Out of Existence—Bod-
fes Are Buried Almost as
Fast as Recovered—

Listas of the Dead
and Injared.

NEW RICHMOND, WIS., June 13.—Fully
100 corpses, twice as many mangled people,
forty acres of plles of bricks, shivered
planks, scattered heaps of household
goods, dead horses, through whigh the
wind had driven sharp splinters of board,
smoldering fires where houses stood but
vesterday and In the midst of it all shiver-
ed trees as bare of leaves as ever they
were In the middle of winter and almost
stripped bare of bark until they resembled
the ghosts of what they had been twenty-
four hours ago—this |s what the storm
of yesterday wrought'in the space of thres
minutes upon the town of New Richmond.
There may have been cyclones which creat-
ed greater devastation, some that hava
caused larger loss of life, but It was
only becausa there was more material for
destruction. There never was a cyclons
that made a cleaner sweep of what lay In
its path than the one of last evening. In
the business portion of the town absolute-
Iy not one building was left standing above
the cellar windows; everything above a
foundation wall was shaved as clean as
though it had been cut with a plane.

Enormous safes were biown Into the mid-
dle of the street, and the largest safe In
the town was carried across one street
and half way over the square beyond. The
day had been warm and sultry, and during
the Jatter part of the afternoon heavy
banks of clowds had hung upon the west-
ern and southwestern horizon, but nothing
serlous was anticipated until a few min-
utes before 6 o'clock, when a dark blue
cloud with edges of pale green was seen
rapidly approaching from the southwest,
In a minute a long funnel was seen drop-
ping towards the ground, and then, with
a savage roar, the cloud swept down upon
the doomed town. A circus had been ex-
hibiting during the afternoon, and the
streets were full of strangers, and as the
awful cloud bore swiftly down thersa was a
mad rush for cellars, doorways or any
place that promised safety. Some of the
crowd reached a refuge and those who
did not are among the dead.

It will be several days before the number
of dead In New Richmond is accurately
known, and It Is doubtful If the entire num-
ber of fatalities will evar be chronicled.
In the path of the storm, both to the north-
east and southwest of the city, were scat-
tered farmhouses, and wherever they wera
struck by that awful wind there wis noth-
ing left but a plle of boards and twisted
rafters. How many were killed In thesa
houses will not be knowmfor a long time.

It Is Impossible to estimate the property
loss but It Is total In the lst part of the
town and to make the blow more severs
not one policy of tornado Insurance had
been written for the place. What s gona
Is gone beyond repair. There s at present
no destitution among those who have suf-
fered by the storm. St. Paul and Minne-
apolls, Chippewa Falls and other places
have sent In bountiful supplies and there ia
no suffering for food or necessitles, but the
business of the town is utterly wiped out
of existence and not one man in the place
will be able to resume business. The de-
struction is so complete that there is ab-
solutely nothing to be purchased In the
town—not a box of sardines, & pound of
crackers or a palr of shoes.

The work of searching for the dead was
carried on during the night, as well as it
could be done In a drizzling rain, and with
the ald of & few lanterns. It was slow
work, and after dark the result of the work
amounted to practically nothing. The po-
lice of St. Paul under the leadership of
Chlef Goss, who had guarded the ruins and
preserved order during the day were re-
lleved to-night by Company H, of the
Tenth Wisconsin battalion from Chippewn
Falls, under the command of Captain Hart-
well. For the balance of the time the
militia will be In control.

DETAILS OF THE HORROR.

Lint of the Bulldings Demolished and
the Killed nnd Injared
—Incidents,

NEW RICHMOND, WIS, June 12—The
tornado that has swept out of existence
the prosperous little city of New Rich-
mond 1s the most disastrous in point of
fatality ever occurring in this section. The
exact number of dead Is still unknown,
but It will certainly reach 10 and very
probably will lderably excead that fig-
ure. As they were recovered the bodies
were brought to the school house or to
the Catholic or Congregatlonal church.
Thenca they are to be taken to the ceme-
tery, except in a few cases where homas
£tlll stood In which the remaina ean be
kept for a few hours during which the final
tribute of love could be tendered by the
bereaved families. The bodles were pre-
pared for burial by local and wisiting yn-
dertakers and as soon as identified wers
murked and disposed of as their friends
requested.

The Catholle priest, who has spent a
sleepless night and day in looking afier
the bodies and souls of his parishloners,
was one of the coolest and best workars
among the many who volunteered thelr
alid. Nurses and physiclans from St. Paul
who had come down by special traln on
the Omaba road as soon as news of tha
dizaster reached tha Minnesota caplinl,
were of great help all night and day, and
when the day closed all the serlously (n-
jured were believed to have been carfed
